The amount of time spent on each 
may vary, depending on the specific interests, back- 
ground, and comprehension of the student and whether 
the presentation is direct or interpreted. 

C-ommunlst Theory . The basic tenets and precepts of 
Marxism-Leninism and the appeals of Communism. This 
aspect is followed by a critique of Marxism-Leninism 
doctrine and a comparison of the performance of 
Cotiiarunl «m with its premises. If appropriate, further 
details are added on the major exponents of Communism, 
the USSR and China, and on the rol.es of the Comminist 
Parties of these two nations.
